By an odd coincidence the grave of the 
Known Soldier of the World War and the 
grave of the first Mrs. Woodrow Wilson, wife 
of the war time president, are both in Myrtle 
Hill Cemetery in Rome, Georgia. 

Mrs. Wilson, the former Ellen Lou Axson, 
daughter of the Rev. and Mrs. Samuel Edward 
Axson, of Rome, is buried in the Axson family 
lot, beside her distinguished brother. Dr. Stock- 
ton Axson.
